New Models Incite 
Praise at Opening 
Of Brooklyn Show 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Jan. 21— 
Brooklyn's seventeenth annual 
Automobile Show opened today in. 
the Twenty-third Regiment Ar- 
mory, with probably a greater and 
more brilliant send-off than any 
of the shows in the past which 
the borough has seen staged. 

It was freely predicted that the 
event this season would be of} 
greater interest than any show! 


within the last decade, for the sim- 
ple reason that every one realized | 
that there is more interest in auto- 
mobiles this season than at any | 
time since the industry was born. 


The fact that the New York Auto-| 


mobile Show which closed a week 
ago broke all records for the annual 


event in Manhattan was in itself | 


an indication that the event of the | 
Brooklyn Motor Vehicle Dealers’ 
Association this season would be | 
crowned with equal success. Cer- 
tainly the opening fully came up to 
the fondest expectations of the 
sponsors of the show. 


Borough President James J. 
Byrne formally opened the expo- 
sition, addressing a large audi- 
ence from the balcony. This 
was broadcast by Station WMCA, 
which also is broadcasting the 
music provided each afternoon 
and evening throughout the show 
period by the Raybestos Silver 
Edge Orchestra. 

The armory, disguised with 25,000 
yards of fabric in the form of a 
huge canopy to obscure the unsight- 
ly girders of the arched roof, was 
a spectacle in itself. Red and gold 
are the dominant tones of the dec- 
orative scheme, the center of the 
great canopy being deep red and 
the huge skirt yellow. Streamers of 
red radiate down from the center 
to the balcony rail. The lighting 
effect threw a pleasing glow upon 
the shiny bodies of the sleek new 
models. And these new models un- 
questionably appeal to the eye 
quicker than any showing of many 
years back, for the color tones are 
more striking, more alluring than 
any heretofore offered. They are 

daringly brilliant and at the same 
time in good taste. 

Thirty-three makes of cars are 
displayed, there being about two 
hundred complete cars and chassis 
on exhibition. In addition to these, 
there is an interesting display, cov- | 
ering 
sundries. 

The fact that the new Ford prod- 
uct is on exhibition at Brooklyn | 
gives, of course, added interest to the | 
exposition. This is the first 
that this season’s Ford car has been 
displayed in competition with other 
cars at an exposition. Last week the 
Ford Company held its own display 
in Madison Square Garden. The 
enormous crowds which visited the 


Manhattan display presaged an in- 
tense interest in the company’s | 
model at the Brooklyn event.

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O. DUNK, foster father of the orphan car and official 
e necrologist of the industry, furnishes some statistics 
lon survivals in the electric car field. As curator of the 
‘long, sad roll of the missing, Mr. Dunk has made some 
interesting studies. He reports that all but one out of thirty- 
six former manufacturers of electric passenger cars have 
ceased to be. This is the result after the elapse of twenty- 
two years. The Detroit Electric Car Company, with whose 
destinies Mr. Dunk is now affiliated, is still surviving and 
doing business in its native city.

¥ A recent article J. R. Nutt, president of the Union Trust 
Company of Cleveland, reviews the economic problems 
that beset us at the present time and gives us his views on 
the probabilities for 1928. There is so much of good com- 





mon sense -in what he says that we are venturing to quote) 


Mr. Nutt on the prospects for the coming year :— 

“The year 1928 should, I believe, be a prosperous year. 
So many of the things for which we were waiting last fall 
have finally come to pass. 

“Farmers have made money. Farm dollars are 
coming through retail channels into wholesaling and manu- 
facturing. Farm dollars are a firm basis for prosperity. 

“The Ford car is on. the market, and the period of hesi- 
tation and uncertainty in the autcmobile field is at an end. 
The public demand for cars, long deferred during the 
autumn, should now manifest itself strongly. 

, “With prices becoming stabilized, or even stiffening 
somewhat, and with many corporations realizing that price 
stabilization or advances are necessary to do business at a 
profit, there may be improvement in the price situation dur- 
ing the early part of 1928. 

“The falling off in consumption of goods during the 
last half of 1927 may have given the public purchasing 
power that degree of rest and recuperation which will enable 
it to absorb a larger volume of goods during the first half 
of 1928. 

“In conclusion I would say that basic conditions point 
toward good business in 1928, but that it is incumbent 
on.every business man to interpret these conditions in the 
light of his own business, to rely upon facts and figures 
rather than hearsay, to steer his own course, to analyze and 
decide for himself—and not to let himself be carried along 
unduly upon a wave of business mass-psychology.” 

In the final paragraph of his statement Mr. Nutt 
has given us all something to think about. Even in 
times of the utmost prosperity success does not ccme 
by plunging blindly ahead. Every business man must 
weigh the conditions of prosperity in terms of his own 
business and lay his plans accordingly. 


The Adam of Automobiles 


]* A little village near the city of Amiens, in France, their 
lives a modest cure who possesses the oldest running 
motor car in the world. This motoring churchman is the 
Abbe Gavois and his mount is the sixth Panhard-Lavassor 
ever built. It is thirty years old, with a wheezy two-cylinder 
engine and hot tube ignition. During all these years this 
ancient vehicle has carried the abbe on his errands of mercy 
about the countryside. 


It is interesting to think that when this old car first | 


started on its long pilgrimage Mr. Hohenzollern still had 
some sixteen or seventeen years before he decided to reform 
the world and make it nearer to his own conception of what 
a world should be. Even in France the automobile was still 
a curiosity at that time, and the American industry had not 
yet reached the status of a real business. The airplane was 
still a vision seen by Langley and a few far-seeing souls. 
This old car has lived through a transportation revolution 
greater than had been accomplished from the dawn of his- 
tory to the year of its birth. 

And now the Abbe Gavois wants to sell his old 
friend. Presumably he has a new car to take him on 
his parochial rounds. Surely this Adam among motor 
vehicles deserves an imortality spent in the peace and 
quiet of some museum. Perhaps Henry Ford might 
find a place for this old Panhard in the transportation 
museum that he is forming in Detroit. '

market, and thereby preventing dis- 
astrous fluctuations such as occurred 
in 1926. 

Although market conditions pre-

|vented wild market gyrations. The

growing activity of the United 
States Rubber Company in Su- 
matra and Malaya. Output for 
1927 from the United States Rub- 
ber plantations is believed to have 
exceeded 25,000,000 pounds. This 
production represents about 25 per 
cent. of the present yearly needs 
of the company, which is the third 
largest user of crude rubber in the 
world, and slightly more than 3 
per cent. of total consumption of 
crude rubber by the United States 
in 1927. 


The second _ rubber-growing 
achievement, in point of view of 
immediate importance, is the prog- 
ress made by Intercontinental Rub- 
| ber Company in the cultivation of 
|the Mexican guayule shrub and the 
|commercial production of rubber 
|therefrom in the Salinas Valley of 
| California. Years of experimenta- 
| tion culminated late in 1927 in the 
|manufacture of a small number of 
| test tires made entirely from rubber 
|grown in California. The guayule 
| plants, grown on the company’s 800- 
jacre California plantation, were 
|shipped to the Mexican factories, 
| where the rubber was extracted. 
| The tires themselves were manu- 
|factured in the Ajax Rubber Com- 
| pany’s laboratories from a formula 
| developed by Dr. David Spence, In- 
| tercontinental’s chief chemist and 
| recognized as one of the foremost 
| rubber chemists in the world. Lab- 
|oratory tests give these tires a life 
|of from 15,000 to 20,000 miles. At 
| present they are being tested on the 
| road, 

A new process was perfected dur- 
ing the year for deresinating guay- 
ule rubber, which, according to @ 
report issued by the Bureau of Stan- 
|dards of the Department of Com- 





merce at Washington, brings the 
| product up to tensile qualities of

The most gigantic venture in 
rubber growing by American in- 
terests is that undertaken by the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany on its 1,000,000-acre lease in 
Liberia. Accomplishments during 
1927 included clearing of 20,000 
acres and planting of 15,000. In 
view of the controversy concern- 
ing the possibility of commercial 
production of rubber in Africa, the 
fact that Firestone claims to be 
producing 100,000 pounds of rub- 
| ber a month from a 2,000-acre 
plantation, planted in 1910, an 
average of considerably more than 
| 500 pounds of rubber per acre a 
| year, assumes particular impor- 
tance. 
| This average yield compares with 
| the Dutch East Indies yield of only 
| 350 pounds to the acre and with the 
| United States Rubber Company’s 
| 1927 average yield of around 500

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London, Jan. 2i1.—Considerable 
interest was recently aroused here 
by a decision laid down in the 
Court of Appeals, which, if taken 
as indicating a trend, shows that 
British jurists are coming to rec- 
ognize the right of a manufac- 
turer to fix retail sales prices for 
his product. 

The case in question is that of 
Palmolive Company vs. Freedman, 
and while not referring to an au- 
tomotive product, it is of import- 
ance to this trade, which is suffer- 
ing not a little from price-cutting 
practices. 

The contract between the two 
parties to the suit bound the de- 
fendant, a district agent contracting 
with the sole concessionaires of the 
Kingdom, not to sell the firm's line, 
“howsoever acquired,” under a stipu- 
lated price. The Palmolive Company 
claimed that the agent had received 
a wholesale discount in considera- 
tion of this contract, but the dealer 
claimed that the company’s fixed 
price was excessively profitable and 
against public interest.

* court decided by the majority afore- 
said that in a case as between mer- 
chants and merchants the best par- 
ties to decide on the reasonableness 
of the contract are the parties 
themselves to the contract, it being 
left to them to judge whether it 
is to their interest as business peo- 
ple to Accept the contract. Busi- 
ness men have business sense (or 
are supposed to possess it), and the 
court will be slow to interfere with 
what they think right to sign with 
each other on such points as sell- 
ing terms. They pointed out, how- 
ever, that this principle might alter 
considerably in application to the 
case of master and servant, where 
the servant, in order to get em- 
ployment, may not be regarded in 
quite the same independent position 
to accept or reject; and the court 
will be more ready to judge that 
a contract is unreasonable; but in 
the present case the parties were 
negotiating on a level platform, and

EMPLOYEES BLAMED IN 
OIL FRAUD SURVEY 


New York, Jan. 21.—Dishonest 
employees, who deliver substitute 
oil and gasoline without the knowl- 
edge of the responsible owner, are 
largely to blame for substitution 
frauds, according to a report cov- 
ering its investigations during 1927 
which has just been issued by the 
American Fair Trade Association. 

“During the past year representa- 
tives of the American Fair Trade 
Association have visited hundreds of 
service stations in the East and 
Middle West for the purpose of 
checking up on substitution frauds,” 
the report declares. “As a result of 
this investigation, gasoline and oil 
dealers have been found guilty and 
fined. In some cases it was dis- 
covered that service station oper- 
ators, unknown to their employers, 
substituted a spurious product 
rather than lose a sale, when mo- 
torists insisted upon having gaso- 
line or oil of a certain’ brand.”

Mr. Duncan says: “A very clear 
and definite cleavage was developed 
between motor bus operation—that 
is, the transportation of persons— 
and motor truck operation—the 
transportation of property. It was 
unmistakably shown that these two 
operations must be dealt with 
separately. Motor bus operation 
has an entirely separate .operating 
organization from motor truck 
operation. In this respect it dif- 
fers from railway operation, where 
the two are combined. 

It was maintained by the various 
witnesses that the transportation

Bus operators declared that they 
occupy an entirely different sphere 
in the transportation field than 
railroads and electric lines, in that 
they offer an entirely different type 
of service to their patrons. They 
are, therefore, opposed to any form 
of blanket regulation that would in- 
clude railroads, motor trucks and 
buses in the same category. 

All other operators who have 
objections to the Flynn recom- 
mendations are being urged to en- 
ter them directly ‘with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission before 
February 7, or three days previous 
to the final hearing on the ree- 
ommendations. Such action, they 
declare, is necessary, as it will no 
doubt be assumed by the commis- 
sion that all objections were 
heard at the hearings that were 
conducted throughout the country 
during the past year, and upon 
which the Flynn recommendations 
were based. 

The National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce has notified its in- 
terested members and inquirers of 
their last chance to register objec- 
tions to the proposed regulation in 
the following bulletin:— 

1. Those who expect to participate 
in oral arguments on the report of 
the examiner on Docket 18300, con- 
clusions to which were sent you with 
our Motor Truck Association Bulle- 
tin Number 4, should file briefs of 
exceptions with the commission on 
or before February 7. While argu- 
ment will be permitted without the 
filing of a brief, the position of any 
protestant should be presented to 
the commission in advance to pro- 
vide opportunity for consideration. 
Information is that at least 25 copies 
of each brief should be forwarded to 
the commission. Additional copies 
should be brought to Washington 
for other parties at interest if you 
are planning to appear. 

2. It is expected-that the I. C. C. 
will make its formal recommenda- 
tions based on the examiner’s report 
soon after the oral arguments are 
heard on February 10. Inasmuch as 
there will be no further opportunity 
to register views dissenting from the 
examiner’s report with the commis- 
sion, those who d‘sagree with all or 
any part of the examiner's report 
have their last opportunities to be 
heard by filing briefs before Febru- 
ary 7, and by participating in the 
oral argument on February 10. 

3. An criticisms of the report, 
whether or not you expect to par- 
ticipate in the oral argument on 
February 10, should be made now 
rather than to members of Congress 
later, because the natural assump- 
tion of Congress will be that the 
report as it finally leaves the I. C. 
C. has been carefully weighed in the 
light of public opinion. 

4. If customary procedure is fol- 
lowed Congress will not hold hear- 
ings on any of the proposed bills 
for truck and jor bus regulation until 
the Interstate Commerce Commis-

A cent a pound on rubber, therefore, 
means $9,000,000 to consumers in 
this country. 

“In 1925 the difference between 
the high and low price of rubber was 
84 cents per pound; in 1926 it was 
55 cents per pound; in 1927 it was 9 
cents per pound, which represents 
the greatest stability in the price of 
rubber in twenty years. Later I will 
explain how this stability was 
secured.” 

He told the committee that 36 
cents per pound represents a very 
air price for rubber.
